At OCS No. 1, in 1949 - 1952, there were approximately 1,400 officer 
candidates and a teaching staff of about 300 officers, EM, and 
civilians, both Polish and Russian. The program of studies for 
three years at OCS No. 1, Wroclaw was as follows;
